and as to give inconfiderate-,- 
ly, is rather 2 profuſe pro- 
digality then atrue liberali- 
ty; ſoalſs to take heede of 
_ too many circumſtaces when 

one gives au-Almes, argueth 
rather a pinching. niggard- 
linefſe then a good: judge- 
ment : And likewiſe, as wee 
muſt not roo- narrowly ifte 
the qualities of thoſe per- 
ſons to whom we ſhew our 
Charity , ſo- muſt wee not 
bee altogether blindefold 
in our gifts; And among. 
theſc uncertainties, ——__ 
ſo- frame our intentzons , as: 
not to confider , onely: to 
whom wegive, butalſo for 
whoſe ſake, even for his: 
fake who hath promiſed to 
vequite the leaſt Alms given: 
for the love of him. There 
are Liades of hard. hearts. 
Q5 whicin 
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which finde fault with tie 
greateſt part of theſe poore 
creatures who: beg of them, 
Thxs man ( ſay they) is 
ftrong enough to gaine his 
living > that 1s a counterfeit, 
this not tgo old, that not 
roo young, all are in their 


judgements unworthy ; and 


this is onely to have in 
thew' a' juſt pretence to 
keepe (in their purſe that 
mmeralt ” ( wherewith they 
make their Idoll) - without 
purchaſing the name of 
_ <overouſnefſe : There bee 
others which have” open 
Hands, and 'more for ho- 
Nour then for pity give, or 
through pity caſt away in- 
differently" to-all , withouc 
confidering that it is to nou- 
TH} the lahneffe of a great 
Wany Vagabonds, who-ſtand 
7 | more 
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more in need of a ſpiritu- 
all almes by a good re- 
buke, then of a temporall, 


- which they abuſe in lewd 


and ſtrange deboiſtneſle : 
But who can have a ſpirit 
ſotruly diſcerning, ſithence: 


there is nothing in the 


world more decciving then 
outward appearance. For 
cxample, there runne tho- 
row the ſtreets of Towns, 
and thorow the Countreys, 
a. multitude of vagabonds,, 
who under the name of 
poore fouldiers (that are go- 
ing towards their. own coun- 
trey) demand almes ,, when: 
oft times ſuch are notorious: 
theeves, who in begging: 
ſeeke nothing more then fair 
occaſions to- commit foule- 
thefts, murders, pillage, and: 
the. like.; thele. IMmcA: have. 
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' God altogether * in their 
mouthes , and the Devill in 
their hearts; and yeras God 
did heretofore draw fire out 
- of the mud , when !ſmac/ re- 
turned from the Captivity of 
Babylon, ſo from among theſc 
Bandetci he retires one good 
theefe, as you may under- 
ſtand by that which enſueth. 
_ Cyran paſſing thorow the 
ſtreets of Towrs ( which ap- 
peareth as a flower in the 
midſt of 'the garden of 
France) meets with a poorc 
fouldicr, who though but 
meanly apparelled, yet kept 
ſtill a” good countenance. 
This ſouldicr demanded of 
him an almes, with ſuch a 
-  kinde of diſgracefull grace, 
| KEhat hee found himſelfe in- 
© Watuly cxciced to give him 
-  -Qilie; butbeing extraordina- 
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of Theever,, , 3or- PW 
rily moved, he put his hand F* 
into his pocket, and thinking 
to have taken thence once 
Sol, he lighted on apiece of 
five, which he with a good 
will gave him, and with 
words of honour and con- 
folation, wiſheth him a good 
returne into his countrey 
and a better Art then that of 
warre, where there is ordi- 
narily nothing to bee gained 
but kno&fes: The ſauldier 
after a modeſt and <civill 
manner anfwered, $ir God 
give me grace and power to 
doe you ſome gogd ſervice, 
conformable to the defireI 
bave thereunto : you have 
ſhewed mee your bounty 1n t/ 
my pinching neceflity, which FF 
' I never ſhall be unmindful - F 
of, for therein you have. 
done little leffe then ſaved 
my 
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my life ; after theſe words of 
Complement they parted. 
Some few dayesafter the at- 
faires -which hindered this 
Poictevin at Tovrs,being fini- 
ſhed, he takes his leave,and 
thence returnes towards his 
Countrey; but as he croſled 
a Wood, behold there {ud- 
denly -ruſhed out three 


 Theeves., whereof the one 


ſcazed on the Bridle of his 
Horſe, and another ſetting a 
{word to his throat , com- 
maunded him to. alight and 
to follow them into the thic-

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Wood , they: there rifled 
him, and tooke fromihim all 
the Money that hee had, 
which amounted tothe ſum 
of one hundred Crownes, 
or: thereabouts.; and. having 
likewiſe deprived him of 
his Cloke and beſt Wares, 
they began to deliberate 
whether they ſhould kill 
him.,- or not © Let us ſaid 
one of them ,* I know ( by 
his language) that hee - is 
one of this Countrey, and 
therefore may. raiſe Hue and 
Cry after us , 'and:ſo diſco- 
ver us :- *'Tis well faid ( an- 
ſwered another) if ſuch men 
had killed him whom they 
ſtript in ſuch a Foxreſt', they 
would-not now haye made 
ſo many wry mouthes up» 
on a Gibber at poor wearicd

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palſengers. 'The third (who 
was the man to whom C5rax 
had fame few daycs before 
given the almes of five ſols:) 
Companions faid hee, whar 
ood will his life doe us, his 
bloud will cry louder againft 
us for vengeance then his 
voyce: we ſhall have a Ser- 
mon, replyed one of the 
others, thoſe that- uſc the 
trade that we excrciſc,qQught 

_ to ſtop thair, cares againfi 
theſe conſiderations, which 
are goad- for none: but old 
men-andchildren; the dead 
bite. no more, -ncither doe 
they ſpeake'a word ,' the

followed , and Cyran was

ture; but the good Theefe 
bowing himſelfe toward .. 
Czran, ( as if hee had beene 
buficd in tying him)ſaid foft- 
ly unto him, Friend take cou- 
rage, I will come this night 

to 
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to unbinde thee ,, I have not 
forgot thine almes; Comfor- 
table words, b:1t proceeding 
from the mouth of a Theefe. 
therefore not greatly to bee 
relied upon; yet hee made 
a vertue of neceiſity,and that 
hee might not ſecme deſpe- 
rately ungratefull, he thanks 
him for a benefit nor yet re- 
ceived : thus he remaines faſt 
bound all the reſt of that 
day, truſting in the mercy 
and providence of God,and 
expecting the uncertaine c- 
vent of rhe Puric-rakcrs 
moſt certaine promiſe : but 
at night he entred into the 
horrour of death, when in 
the duskeneſſe of the evc- 
ning hee heard the yeelling 
and howling of the Wolves 
which were-in that Forreſt; 
two of them were ſo bold as 
tO 
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to approach him, but hevin 

for a time viewed him, an 

being ſomewhat diſtruſtfull 
of their ſtrength they pre- 
ſently retired, but it was not 
long before they returned 
with greater. forces.

and Deſpaire turned into 
Confidence and Joy , Cyran 
no ſooner ſaw him, but he

knit. I leave it to you to 
judge, with what exceſſive 
words he teſtified his thank- 
fulneſſe to the good Theete, 
who. had in one day given 
him his life twice; firſt from 


 retyring him from the throat 


of thole roaring lions the 
other Theeves, and fecondly 
from the ravening Wolves, 


who are Theeves living up- 


on' prey. Cyray was deli- 
rous to make him fome part 
of requitall for this great 
benefit; and the better to 
expreſle his deſire, hee offcrs 


the Souldicr . to uſe him as 
his brother; if hee would 
» but 
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forſake that miſerable kinde 
of life, which could not but 
 leade him to a very -ſhame- 
full end, and would give him
